Control, Louis La Beaume, presi- 
dent of the Museum’s board, had 
“nothing to say” today. 

He did let drop, parenthetically a 
hint of his views on the subject 
when he told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter: There has deen nothing 
like this since the monkey trial at 
Dayton, Tenn. (In the trial at 
Dayton, Tenn., a school teacher was 
fined for teaching evolution.) . 

“But I have no desire to add fuel 
to the flames others have kindled,” 
La Beaume said. “If the flames 
that others have kindled destroy 
the Museum, there is nothing I can 
do about it. I am not defending 
the Museum. I have given to the 
press certain information about our 
purchases, which was requested, 
and to which the people were en- 
titled, but I have not defended the 


museum, and I am not going to do 
so now. 


“Museum Belongs, to People.” 


“The Museum belongs to the peo- 
ple, and the people can do with 
it what they want to do. At the 
proper time, the board will con- 
sider this matter and will issue a 
public statement which every one 
of the nine members will sign. That 
will be all that we will have to say 
about the matter.” a 

The Museum board will not be 
in any hurry to make public its 
statement, La Beaume indicated. 
Most members are away from the 


city, he said, and will not return 


until some time next month 
The Board of Estimate; 


Comptroller Louis Nolte and 
President William L. Mason of the 
Board of Aldérmen, decided unani- 
mously yesterday to recommend re- 
peal of the special 2-cent property 
tax on each $100 of assessed valua- 
tion which is the principal source 
of the Museum’s revenue. 

Their recommendation was that 
the Board of Aldermen fix a 1-cent 
levy for support of the Museum and 
submit to the voters, at the No- 
vember election, a proposition for 
repeal of the special levy. If the 
program should be carried through 
as proposed, the Museum would 
have to ask the city budget makers 
each year to pravide for its needs. 
It would be possible, in future years, 
to reduce or eliminate the 1i-cent 
levy. 

Half of Revenue for Art. 

Although La Beaume would not 
discuss the possible effect of such 
action on the conduct of the Mu- 
seum, it is apparent from the rec- 
ords that the institution has used 
about half of its funds for main- 
tenance and half for purchase of art 
objects. In the fiscal year ended 
April 30, for instance, the 2-cent 
special tax yielded $239,308. The 
Museum's total receipts were $250,- 
104. It spent $112,183 for art ob- 
jects, and $107,171 for ordinary 
maintenance. Halving of the Mu- 
seum’s revenue would virtually fore- 
stall any future expansion of the 
Museum’s collections. 


That is a matter of no moment 
in the opinion of President Mason 
of the Board of Aldermen. As he 
told reporters yesterday: We've 
got a million dollars worth of pic- 
tures and it is not important that 
we add to the collection now.” 

One recent addition to the col- 
lections which precipitated the ac- 
tion taken by the Board of Esti- 
mate was the widely discussed pur- 
chase of a bronze Egyptian cat, 
thought to date from about 500 
B. C., for which the Museym paid 
$14,400. Mayor Dickmann, in tell- 
ing of the board’s proposal, said its 

was.to provide additional 
revenue for general municipal serv- 
ices and “to place control over ex- 
penditures which the public thinks 
are foolish.” 


Similar Attack Six Years Ago. 

The latest is not the first attack 
on the Museum’s special tax which 
has been in effect since 1911.

WITH BODY IN IT 
Servant Was to Become a 
Mother and Had Threat- 


Wife of Condition. 


By the Associated Press, 
MANDAN, N. D., Aug. 19—The 


Rev. Heio Janssen, 5i-year-old 
Evangelical Lutheran pastor at 
Krem, began a life prison sentence 
today a few hours after pleading 
guilty of poisoning his 16-year-old 
housemaid and burning the parson- 
age containing her body. 

The minister admitted he killed 
Alma Kruckenberg because she was 
to become a mother and had 
threatened to tell. his wife of her 
condition, 

District Judge H. L. Berry passed 
sentence at a special court session 
shortly after midnight and the 


minister was taken immediately to 
the State’ penitentiary. . 


“Devil Overcame Me.” 
The arraignment followed swiftly 


after he signed u confession before 
State’s Attorney Floyd 8 of 
Mercer County, admitting he killed 
the girl Monday and burned his 
10-room house that night. 

“The devil overcame me,” the 


a very good Christian wife and two 
boys any father would be proud of 
and I feel only too sorry that I 
bring such grief to them.” 

Miss Kruckenberg was one of 10 
children in the family of Mr. and 
Mrs. John Kruckenberg, farmers 
near Kerm, which is 60 miles north 
of Mandan. She had been em- 
ployed at the parsonage since last 
January. 

Sperry and Special Assistant At- 
torney-Genera] James Austin began 
questioning the minister Tuesday 
morning.

The parsonage burned Monday 

night shortly after Mrs. Janssen

JERUSALEM, Aug. 19.—In two 
days of fighting between British 
troops and Arabs 65 men were 
killed and hundreds wounded. 

Today's conflict occurred on the 
Plain of Sharon. Yesterday a bat- 
tle was fought on the outskirts of 
Acre. The fighting was the heav- 
jest in the current reign of blood- 
shed, which became serious July 5, 

Sixty Arabs. were killed — 50 
near Acre and at least ten at 
Sharon—and hundreds wounded in 
the two engagements, while five 
British soldiers lost their lives. Thir- 
teen British soldiers were wounded. 

The Sharon battle started near 


Kalkilyeh, an Arab center, when 
a patrol of the Irish Guards was 
ambushed and a British army mo- 
tor truck damaged when it passed 
over a land mine. 

Detachments of the Black Watch, 
Scottish regiment, joined the battle 
after the guardsmen had deployed

NEW YORK, Aug. 19.—Joseph 
(Big Joe) Ison, Negro and one- 
time Harlem policy game operator, 
testified today at the conspiracy 
trial of James J. Hines, Tammany 
district leader, that money he and 
other bankers had to turn over to 
the Dutch Schultz gang was to go 
to “Jimmy Hines eu“ 

Tue Witness said arrests for pol- 
icy violations dropped 50 per cent 
late in 1933 and early in 1934—the 
period shortly after Hines, accord- 
ing to District Attorney Thomas 
E. Dewey’s accusations, entered 
into a conspiracy with Schultz to 
“put the fix” on the racket. 

Ison said the money was record- 
ed on the policy slip books as fees 
for lawyers and bondsmen. 


Figures Explained to Him. 
“I was puzzied at first what the 


figures meant,” he said. He said 
he talked it over with George Wein 
berg and J. Richard (Dixie) Davis, 


Schultz henchmen, and that one of 
them told him: 

“The money ig going to Jimmy, 
Hines’ club.” 

Ison later said that his bank 
alone, among many other Harlem 
policy banks, was forced to con- 
tribute $125 weekly to the Hines 
club, 

He said that in the spring of 
1933 his bank cleared $75,000 but 
that all the profits were taken over 
by Harry Schoenhaus, an ally of the 


gang. 

“Dixie Davis told me that $10,- 
000 of the money was to go for 
‘fixing’ the numbers at the Coney 
Island race track on which the 
policy pay-offs were made,” he said. 

Ison said that when he com- 
plained, Davis asked him: “Don’t 
you think it’s worth it?” 

Tapped for City Oampaign. 

A few months later, in the fall, 
he said, the Schultz gang tapped 
him again for $2500 on two occa- 
sions. 

“Weinberg told me the money, 
was for campaign expenses to elect 
a Democratic Mayor and the par- 
ty’s ticket,” he said. 

(John P. O’Brien, Tammany 
Democrat, was defeated by Mayor 
F. H. LaGuardia in November, 
1933.) 

Ison said Schultz, whose word 
ruled the underworld, took over 
and organized all the independent 
Harlem policy bankers in 1932. 

The organization, he said, was 
mapped at a meeting attended by 
Schultz, Henry Miro, Alexander 
Pompez, Marshall Flores, George 
and Bo Weinberg, and Davis.

TO LEAD OFFENSIVE 


General Expected to Strike 
at Catalonia, and Possibly 
at Madrid at Same Time 
—French Frontier Is 
Tightly Closed. 


By the Associated Press. 

HENDAYE, France, Aug. 19.— 
Spanish insurgents closed the 
French frontier and carried out 
heavy air raids on Barcelona today 
in preparation for a general offen- 


sive. 

Insurgent military leaders con- 
firmed that Generalissimo Fran- 
cisco Franco himself would lead 
the new drive. Franco named Gen. 
Juan Vigon, former chief of staff 
of the northern insurgent army, as 
chief of his personal staff. 

French border guards said in- 
surgent authorities had shut the 
frontier tighter than at any time 
since the start of the civil war 
more than two years ago. 

Insurgents said they expected the 
offensive would be directed against 
Catalonia, possibly coupled with a 
drive against besieged Madrid. The 
goal of the campaign apparently 
was to end the civil war before it 
reaches its third winter. 

Some insurgent officers who have 
been on leave were ordered to re- 
port to duty next Sunday. 

Bombing of Barcelona. 

Insurgents said they bombed Bar- 
celona three times between dawn 
and noon today. Reports reaching 
the border said 20 persons were 
killed and 100 wounded. f 

Reports from Barcelona, seat of 
the Spanish Government, said the 
raids were the worst in months. 

One bomb crashed into the center 
of the famed Flower Promenade, a 
mass of narrow, winding streets in 
the heart of the old city. Twelve 
houses were destroyed. 

Most of the side streets in the 
old quarter, near the waterfont, 
were roped off while rescue and 
demolition squads attempted to re- 
move the wounded from the build- 
ings and cart away the wreckage. 

The first raiders roared over the 
city while the old quarter’s poor in- 
habitants were asleep. 

One bomb hit the cornice of a 
five-story building with freakishly 
destructive effect.

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TWO BRITISH SHIPS BOMBED; 
ONE SINKS IN SPAMSH PORT 


Second Vessel, at Sea, Undamaged; 
Both Owned by Same 
Company. 
By the Associated Press. 


LONDON, Aug. 19.—The Span- 
ish (Government). Press Agency 
reports Spanish insurgent planes 
bombed and sank the 1363-ton Brit- 
ish freighter Stanbrook, the second 
ship owned by the same company 


attacked today by insurgent raid- 
ers. 
The agency says the Stanbrook 
sank in the port of Vallicarca, also 
known as Villa Garcia, 25 miles 
south of Barcelona on Spain's Med- 
iterranean coast, after a bombard- 
ment by five Savoia (Italian-made) 
planes. 

Earlier the 2600-ton Stanforth re- 
ported by wireless it was “deliber- 
ately bombed” at sea off Barce- 
lona while en route to Oran, Al- 
geria. It was not damaged. 

Both vessels belonged to the 
Stanhope Shipping Co. 

No casualties are reported on 
either ship. 

The agency says its advices from 
Barcelona report the Stanbrook 
was the target of 20 big explosive 
and incendiary bombs. One struck 
the bridge and another fell in No. 
1 hold, puncturing the hull. Efforts 
were made to beach the ship be- 
fore it sank.

$250,000 and a third interest in her 
residual estate, after other bequests 
were fulfilled. Similar provisions 
were made for William H. Sidley, 
her only son. 

Attorney Sidley said objections 
to the will were based on five con- 
tentions: That the will was not 
executed in a manner provided by 
law; that at the time of the signing 
of the will, Mrs. Sidley was of un- 
sound mind and not possessed of 
sufficient mental capacity to make 
a valid document; that the signing 
of the will was procured by the 
e-.ercise of undue influence over 
Mrs. Sidley; that her signature was 
procured by the exercise of fraud, 
and that her signature was obtained 
by duress.

Committee O Connell and 
Bernard Gave Leftist 
Salute in Spain.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.— The 
House committee investigating un- 
American” activities heard testi 
mony today that persons in the 
Federal Theater Project in New 
Tork City were compelled to join 
“Communistic organizations.“ 

Mrs. Hazel Huffman, a former 
WPA investigator, told the com- 
mittee that project supervisors fre- 
quently had called in workers “and 
told them to join these organiza- 
tions.” 

Do you mean to say that these 
workers were coerced by the fear 
of punishment to join the Workers’ 
Alliance?” Chairman Dies (Dem.), 
Texas, asked. 

“Yes,” she replied. 

“Can you name any other Com- 
munistic organizations they were 
coerced into joining?” Dies asked. 

“Well,” she said, the C. P. C.,

Among the plays Mrs. Huffman 
named in this category were “Can 
You Hear Their Voices,” written by 
Mrs. Flanagan and one of her stu- 
dents at Vassar College; “Ethiopia,” 
which was not produced because 
of international complications; 
“Triple A Ploughed Under,” “Class 
of 29.“ “One-third of the Nation” 
and 


others. 

Representatvie Starnes asked if 
Mrs. was “taking Govern- 
ment money to make a little yeast— 
that was the idea.”

Early in her testimony, Mrs. Huff- 
man told the committee Aubrey 
Williams, deputy W P A admin-

Alliance because he said he felt it 
filled a real need” of the unem- 
ployed.

Mrs. Huffman told how one 
musicale, “Sing for Your Supper,” 
had been in rehearsal 11 months 
and now is scheduled for presenta- 
tion in October. ‘ 

At one point Chairman Dies 
asked Mrs. Huffman: 

“Do you mean to say that public 
funds are being used for the pur- 
pose of spreading communism in 
the United States and are being 
used for the purpose of building up 
the Workers’ Alliance (an organi- 
gation to aid relief workers)?” 

Tes, sir,” she replied. 

Alvin I. Halpern, who told the 
committee investigating “un-Amer- 
ican” activities yesterday about his 
experiences in the Spanish loyal- 
ist army, said the House members 
spoke at a dedication of pillars at 
a hospital at Benicasim, Spain.

League against war and Fascism, 


ed his enlistment in the Spanish 
fighting forces. | 
Sent to Justice Department. 

The committee later unanimously 
ordered transmission to the Justice 
Department of the testimony of the 
two two young American deserters 
from the Spanish Government army 
for determination of whether Fed- 
eral law was being violated by 
Communist agents recruiting volun- 
teers here for the Spanish conflict. 

Asked whether they took up 
O’Connell and Bernard on their of- 
fer of assistance, Halpern laughed 
and replied: 

“Oh, yes, we asked for about 5000 
marines for over there.” 

Halpern and Sobel were ques- 
tioned by Starnes regarding their 
testimony yesterday that between 
1600 and 1700 Americans were “vir- 
tually prisoners” in Spain. 

Sobel, answering one of the ques- 
tions, said the Americans were be- 


ing held by American Communists 


in Spain, Later, he told reporters 
the Americans who kept their fel- 


low citizens from returning to the 


United States belonged to the Ogpu 
(Soviet secret police), which he 


said was made up of persons of 
many nationalities.

Foster Brothers’ Manufacturing 
Co., 3230 North Broadway, attempt- 


ed to induce a group of the com- 
pany’s employes to desert the CIO 
local at the plant and organize an 
independent union, was given today 
as the National Labor Relations 
Board hearing of charges of unfair 
labor practices against the firm 
was resumed at the Federal Build- 
ing. 

The witness, Casper Schlatman, 
an employe of the company for 14 
years, testified that John Huebner, 
production superintendent, told him 
and seven or eight other employes 


. of the firm at a meeting at Hueb- 


ner’s home that all employes of the 
company would be better off if they 


AA 
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organized an independent union. 

“Huebner told us that if we 
wanted to break away from the 
local and form our own group he 
would go to the front for us,” 
Schlatman said. “He said that the 
C I O union was going to sign an- 
other contract with the firm and 
that it would not,be as good as the 
old one.” 

Ford’s Name Injected. 

During the meeting, the witness 
‘said, Huebner referred to.them as 
the “reliable” employes of the com- 
pany, and one time mentioned that 
the company “does not have the 
money Ford has to try and break 
the union.” 

Schlatman said the meeting was 
held last February. Rudy Graff, 
a company. employe and a brother- 
in-law of Huebner, told him at the 
plant one day that a number of 
the workmen were going to meet 
at his home that night and invited 
him to attend, the witness related. 
He said he went to Graff's home 
and found the others there. 

Soon after, Huebner, who lives 
in the flat above Graff, took the 
men to his place and served re- 
freshments before proposing they 
organize the independent group, he 
said. 

Alvin Slaton, a punch press op- 
erator, testified that during the 
formation of the union in March, 
1937, he and another worker were 
sent to Huebner’s office by their 
foreman after they had solicited 
members for the union at the plant 
during working hours. 

Says They Were Questioned. 

Slaton said the superintendent 
questioned them about their activ- 
ities and then asked him who was 
head of the C I O local. The wit- 
ness said he told him he did not 
know, but that Huebner surprised 
them by telling them what oc- 
curred at a union meeting the night 
before and who had been elected 
officers. 

When asked how he obtained the 
information, Huebner replied: “It 
cost $10 for the dope,” Slaton tes- 
tified. He said Huebner later said 
he received the information anon- 
ymously over the telephone. 

The hearing is being conducted 
by Trial Examiner Edward Grandi- 
son Smith, who recently caused an 
abrupt recess of the prolonged 
Weirton Steel Co. hearing at Steu- 
benville, O., by ordering a com- 
pany attorney to withdraw from 
the case because of “contemptu- 
ous” conduct. His action subse- 
quently was upheld by the NLRB 
and the hearing was recessed to 
permit the company to employ new 
counsel, 

At the opening of the hearing 
yesterday, Francis M. Curlee, coun- 
sel for the bed spring firm, asked 
for dismissal of the complaint on 
the ground that the CIO union had 
ordered employes not to give state- 
ments to company counsel. This 
action, Curlee contended, “terror- 
ized” company workers and pre- 
vented the company from proper 
preparation of a defense. 

Board’s Attorney William J. 
Avrutis, objecting to the miotion, 
declared that such interrogation 
could serve no useful purpose and 
added that the board would be 
willing to produce any witness de- 
sited by the company, providing 
the testimony sought was pertinent 
to the issue. Curlee replied that the 
company would oppose any such 
limitation on witnesses. 

The trial examiner asserted that 
Curlee’s motion was “novel” and, 
since company counsel had offered 
neither precedent nor law to sup- 
port it, the request would be de- 
nied. The motion was followed by 
another demanding a jury trial be- 
cause of the “quasicriminal nature” 


of the proceedings, which also was 


denied. 
Motion Under Advisement. 

A motion by the company for 
subpenas for all of the 162 produc- 
tion employes at the manufacturing 
plant was taken under advisement 
by the examiner after lengthy ar- 
gument by opposing coungel, Cur- 
lee declared the action of the C I Oo 
union in ordering employes not to 
talk to counsel had made the re-

Avrutis declared the issuance of 
162. subpenas would necessitate 
closing of the plant and that the 
motion was “an attempt to intimi- 
date employes” by throwing them 
out of work for duration of the 
hearing. 

The company is charged with hav- 
ing fired one employe for union 
activities, attempting to establish a 
“company union,” maintaining a 
“spy” system in the plant and other 
unfair labor practices. The com- 
plaint grew out of a strike which 
began April 20 with a sitdown 
demonstration. The strike ended 
June 14, with the company recog- 
nizing the C I O union as exclusive

The witness said he suggested to 
the board that if Arthur Morgan 
insisted on going to the President 
that such a course would not halt 
conciliation. 

J said if he did go he shouldn't 
go and whisper in the ear of the 
President, but that Arthur Morgan 
and Senator Berry should go to- 
gether and state their clases,” Lili- 
enthal asserted, adding, however, 
he was opposed to going to the 
President. 

He said Berry turned down Ar- 
thur Morgan’s request for detailed 
facts regarding his holdings.

LONDON, Aug. 19. — The Labor- 
ite Daily Herald said yesterday that 
President Roosevelt's “momentous 
pledge” in his address at Kingston, 
Ont., “becomes part of the history 
of the British Empire.“ 
Speaking of Mr. Roosevelt's as- 
surance that “the people of the 
United States will not stand idly by 


if domination of Canadian soil is 
threatened,” the newspaper said 
there were two reasons for his 
promise of the “strong shield of the 
stars and stripes” for Canada’s pro- 
tection. 

“One is strategical,” the Herald 
explained. “Security of the United 
States is bound up with the inde- 
pendence of Canada from foreign 
domination. 

“The other is spiritual. In the 
United States the Democratic faith 
burns bright and strong and Cana- 
da belongs to the great democratic 
brotherhood.” 

“Nothing New” Says Express. 

The Mail, which leads the section 
of the British press favorable to 
Germany and Italy, declared the 
“very cordiality” of Mr. Roosevelt's 
speech “may even inspire attempts 
to read more into the President's 
words than is justified.” 

The Isolationist Express found 
“nothing new” in Mr. Roosevelt's 
“grand speech and important in- 
cursion into world politics” for it 
was “based on the Monroe Doctrine, 
which has been the corner. stone 
for American foreign policy since 
1823.” 

“Unfortunately for the President, 
the American people are not with 
him, Probably 90 per cent are in 
favor of isolation,” the Express con- 
tinued, 

The conservative London Tele- 
graph thus commented on the 
Roosevelt speech: A statement of 
personal belief that in matters of 
peace and war there can be no 
separation between the two great 
democracies of the American con- 
tinent.

NEW TYPES OF CAPITAL LOAN 


One Runs for Five Years, Other 
Enters Field of Finance Com- 
panies. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 19.— 
The Bank of America turned out 
something new in banking yester- 
day—modified capital loans. The 
ne wioans take two forms: “Long 
term” or five-year amortized loans, 
and “accounts receivable” financ- 
ing. 

The first is designed to bridge the 
gap between ordinary short term 
loans to commercial and industrial 
borrowers, and the permanent cap- 
ital employed by corporations and 
private businesses. 

The second marks the first en- 
trance, as far as is known, of banks 
into a field formerly dominated by 
finance companies and private 
lenders. 

Both are designed to provide new 
employment for funds accumulated 
through growing deposits. Banks 
have been forced to place’ increas- 
ing blocks of surplus funds in Gov- 
ernment securities, in the last few 
years. The small return on such 
investments has forced banks to 
look around for new uses for 
money.

TORONTO, Ont., Aug. 19.—Pre- 
mier Mitchell Hepburn of Ontario 
told Dominion Prime Minister W. 
L. Mackenzie King today the On- 
tario Government was opposed to 
the projected St. Lawrence River 
waterway project on economſe 
grounds. : 

Hepburn made Ontario’s stand 


known in a letter he sent to the 
Prime Minister within a day after 
President Roosevelt urged in an 
address at Ivy Lea, Ont., that the 
United States and Canadian gov- 
ernments co-operate to develop the 
river for increased electric power 
and shipping facilities. 

“Irrespective of any propaganda 
or squeeze play that might be con- 
cocted by you,” Hepburn wrote 
Mackenzie, “you may rest assured 
that this (Ontario) Government 
will resist any effort to force us 
to expend public funds in such an 
unwarranted manner or to foist 
upon the people of Ontario an ad- 
ditional burden of debt and taxa- 
tion.” 5 

The letter was in answer to a 
communication from the United 
States State Department to the 
dominion Prime Minister which 
King forwarded to Hepburn with- 
out comment. 

The Ontario premier contended 
no accurate estimate had been 
made of the cost of the entire proj- 
ect and warned of the effect a rival 
transportation system might have 
on Canada’s railroads, 

He said in part: 

“.. . The fact is well known to 
you that Ontario has an ample sup- 
ply (of power) for many years to 
come—indeed, a huge surplus—for 
which it must pay and receive no 
benefit. 

“This unsatisfactory condition 
would not obtain at this moment 
had you granted us, when you had. 
the opportunity, the right to export 
this surplus at a profit. 

“I have on various occasions ven- 
tured the opinion that the St. Law- 
rence waterways project could not 
be justified on economic grounds. 
„We are also interested in the 
railway situation which has not 
been improved since you have been 
the head of the administration at 
Ottawa. 

“Until such time as you solve 
what is considered to be one of the 
major problems of Canada—that of 
the National Railway deficits—I 
cannot conceive how you could se- 
riously consider spending’ public 
money for the purpose of creating 
another public, competitive avenue 
of transportation. 


Roosevelt Intended no Monroe Doc- 
trine Extension.

| JAPANESE PUT ON 


CALL FOR THE WAR 


Recruits Between 20 and 34 
Are Ordered to ‘Stand by’ 
and Are Placed Under 
Strict Regulations. 

By the Associated Press. 


TOKIO, Aug. 10. —The Japanese 
Government acted today to make 


‘| quickly available more men for its 
‘| fighting forces. 


There were no official figure’ of 


| the exact number of men involved, 


but best estimates placed the fig- 
ure around 1,000,000. 

A new order by the War Office 
instructed all males in the recruit 
division, made up of men between 
20 and 34 who have not received ac- 
tive training, to “stand by.” 

This was taken to indicate that 
they might be called soon and that 
Japan was planning to throw huge 
numbers of reinforcements into 
what would be a grand drive to end 
the war in China, 

Not Affected Hitherto. 

The group of Japanese men put 
on call by today’s War Office order 
had not hitherto been affected by 
enlistment or conscription in the 
China campaign. 

Should they be called to the front, 
they would be given a quick period 
of training for 40 days to three 
‘months. 

They are meanwhile under strin- 
gent regulations. Those absent from 
home or planning to travel were 
ordered to maintain constant touch 
with their family or the army au- 
thorities in their home town. 

The -announcement said that 
whenever a recruit necessarily 
leaves his place of registration he 
should appoint “someone of adult 
age” to convey military orders to 
him if they were issued suddenly. 

All males are subject to military 
conscription, but during peace time 
not all are ordered to take training. 
The rest, those now under “stand 
by” restrictions, are “recruits.” 

It was reported also today that 
the Cabinet was studying a War 
Office recommendation to make 
army service compulsory at the 
age of 25 for studerits and others 
who have enjoyed a measure of 
exemption. 

Students now may be exempted 
from service until the age of 27. 

Hitch in Border Parley. 

Meanwhile the Foreign Office 
spokesman made known that con- 
ferences in Moscow and Tokio had 
failed to reach agreement on selec- 
tion of a joint commission to fix 
the Siberian-Korean frontier in the 
vicinity of Changkufeng.

Nationa] 
health insurance in England permits all 
physicians to enter and gives the patient 
free choice of doctor and the doctor free 
choice of patient. 

Organized medicine has splendid ideals, 
principles, rules and regulations. It has 
no organized body within itself to en- 
force its ideals, It has no mechanism by 
which to punish those who transgress. 
If organized medicine cannot enforce its 
own rules on its awn members, then it 
need not blame the Government for estab- 
lishing some regulstory mechanism for 
the. public good. 

If the Government can make rules and 
regulations to govern foods, public’ con- 
duct, the stock exchange, etc., why can- 
not it, where there is a need, establish 
regulations governing the healing art?

It’s beautiful—this American-Canadian harmony— 
and it’s not necessary to cross fingers or knock on 
wood when that is said. When there have been 100 
years of natural friendship and 3000 miles of peace- 
ful border, it would take an issue of the most ter- 
rific import to raise any kind of storm. Moreover, 
it has long been an unmentioned assumption that 
if Herr Hitler or Signor Mussolini or the Mikado, 
yes, or John Bull, ever made a serious pass at Can- 
ada, her friend to the south would be actively and 
seriously interested. 

When Mr. Roosevelt got under way in his Kings- 
ton speech, he apparently was overcome by the 
temptation to say something nicer to Canada than 
other .good-will orators had ever said, and bang! 
went another precedent. Instead of being content 
to pass the tea, the President had to fry a fish, 
which he did in the following words: “I give to 
you assurance that the people of the United States 
will not stand idly by if domination of Canadian soil 
is threatened by any other empire.” 

This was to offer our armed forces to Canada, to 
make a military treaty, so to speak, without the 
advice and consent of the Senate, or anyone else. 
All of us, sometime or other, when surrounded by 
friends and warmed by the glow of a party atmos- 
phere, say extravagant things, like offering to take 
the homely girl to a dance. But when the Presi- 
dent of the United States lets the heat of a good 
party induce him to take on the treaty-making pow- 
ers without consulting his countrymen, someone 
should wield the blue pencil.

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WHEN MORGAN CALLED ON FARLEY. 

Continuing “My Own Story,” in the September 
American Magazine, James A. Farley tells about a 
clash with A. E. Morgan, ousted chairman of TVA. 

Shortly after his appointment, Dr. Morgan called 
on Farley, who ventured it would be a good plan 
to consider the wishes of Senators and Representa- 
tives in the matter of jobs.

But Farley makes 
the point that an appointee who distributes jobs to 
his friends, or according to his personal preference, 
is himself guilty of spoils politics more objectionable 
than that of orthodox partisan practice. The casu- 
istry of that position is obvious, but the unwisdom 
of an appointive official going out of one’s way to 
antagonize influential people is also obvious. 

The whole country knows Dr. Morgan, much better 
now than when the President discovered him in 
Antioch College. An honorable man, and admirable,

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WHERE GOLF BALLS WHIZ. 

A man down in Louisville who built his Lonse by 
the side of a golf course has told his troubles to the 
law. By way of evidence, he produced 51 golf balls 
which he had picked up on his lawn, he said, since 
May. ‘Whenever he goes out to cut the grass, he 
went on, golf balls whiz around his head. He wanted 
the court to do something about it. 

As in another historic instance, the Judge washed 
his hands, The court, he explained, could no more 
contro] a slice or a hook than could the golfer him- 
self. This statement, bear in mind, was no obiter 
dictum tossed in, say, as a bit of levity. It was 
an integral part of the opinion, and as such it re- 
veals the court as deplorably unlearned in golf. 

Any golf pro will tell a pupil—yes, every golf pro 
has told every student—that there is no reason either 
for the hook or the slice. The right-handed golfer, by 
keeping the left eye faithfully glued on the ball 
until the instant of impact, and observing at the 
same time 57 other regulations, will have vanquished 
the hook forever. In the case of left-handers, dogged

Went Into Vaudeville as Boy. 

Heath was born in Philadelphia 
and went into vaudeville as a boy, 
soon becoming a blackface come- 
dian. He was playing with George 
Howard in San Antonio, Tex., in 
1874, when Howard became ill. Mc- 
Intyre, a former railroad candy 
butcher from Kenosha, Wis., was 


playing on the same bill, and he 


and Heath formed an act. 

They began by playing fairs in 
Texas, passing the hat. After trav- 
eling with Sells Brothers Circus a 
while, they went to Hamlin’s Old 


*Coliseum in Chicago and then on 


to the old Madison Square Garden 

They played in Howe’s London 
circus and the next year ran a road 
show of their own with ‘only fair 
success. i 


In 1880 at Tony Pastor's Broad- 
way Theater they gave New York- 
ers their first look at the “Coon 
Buck” dance, to such resounding 
applause their salary 
$150 a week. 

Then came tours with the Bar- 
num & Bailey Circus, ‘Weber and 
Fields and their “Georgia Min- 
stréls,” which ran 17 years with- 
out a change in routine, to set a 
new vaudeville record. 

“The Ham Tree,” in which Hen- 
nery and Alexander, two Negroes 
bandied imaginin about the 
Sweitzer swamp by the beer river 
where hams grew on trees, started 
as a skit in the “Georgia Min- 
strels“ and later was expanded in- 
to a play. 3 

The sketch was born of first- 
hand observation of the Southern 
Negro that started when McIntyre, 
in his early days, had to work in 
a livery stable in Henderson, Ky. 

Appearances in Later Years. 

“The Ham Tree” was revived in 
1915, and after appearing in “Hello 
Alexander” and “Red Pepper,” Mc- 
Intyre and Heath went into semi- 
retirement at their homes only a 
few miles from each other on Long 
Island. 

In 1928 they appeared again in 
“Headin’ South“ and their final 
appearance together was in “Amer- 
ica Sings” in Philadelphia in 1934. 

Since then they had appeared oc- 
casionally at benefits individually 
when their failing health permit- 
ted. 

“Tt think we hold the record for 
a theatrical partnership,” Meln- 
tyre said a few years ago. “If 
any team can claim more years to- 
gether we have never heard of it.” 

They never quarreled, and soon 
after they started their partner- 
ship, a lucky incident gave them a 
method for settling minor disputes. 
They didn’t know one year wheth- 
er to go into vaudeville or with a 
minstrel show, so they tossed a 
coin. 

“The show was a cleanup,” Mc- 
Intyre related, “so after that, we 
took to setling all our arguments 
by nickel. flipping.” 

Heath's wife died many years ago 
and his son died in the World War 
influenza epidemjc. In recent years 
he had been taken care of by his 
niece, Mrs. Catherine Brown. Two 
nephews and a grand-niece also 
survive. 

Molntyre's wife died in 1935, 
and he left an adopted daughter, 
Mrs. Maud Martin.

JAPANESE SHIFT 
THEIR OFFENSIVE

SHANGHAI, Aug. 19. — Japanese 
forces tried to further their north- 
ward campaign for Hankow today 
by striking southward along the 
shores of Poyang, second largest 


Chinese lake. 

After 24 days of hammering west 
and south of Kiukiang, Yangtze 
River base for the Hankow drive, 
the invaders switched their offen- 
sive toward Nanchang, 90 miles 
south of Kiukiang. Hankow, pro- 
visional capital, is 135 miles north 
of Kiukiang. 

Simultaneously they opened a

Chinese also reported the Japa- 
nese definitely were stalemated on 
the north bank.of the Yangtze 
above Kiuklang. 

Chinese irregulars attacked Sin- 
siang and Siaochichen in North Ho- 
nan ovince, inflicted 200 casual- 
ties, captured Japanese-supported 
officials, encircled Paoting, capital 
of Hopeh Province in Northern 
China, and tore up tracks of the 
Peiping-Hankow railway. 

With the Korean border quiet 
fter fighting between Japanese and 
Soviet Russian troops, Chinese re- 
ported heavy Japanese reinforce- 
ments were being sent southward 
to enter the Yangtze River offen- 
sive, 

Chinese travelers arriving from 
Central China said that hundreds 
of farmers, unable to cultivate their 
crops, were joining the growing 
guerrilla bands.

APOLOGY DEMANDED OF JAPAN 
FOR SEIZING BRITISH SAILORS 


Navy Men Held Overnight 

Tsingtao After Seaman Was 

Arrested for Tearing Flag. 
By the Associated Press, 

SHANGHAI, Aug. 19.—A report 
from Tsingtao, Shantung Province 
port, told yesterday of a new inci- 
dent causing tension between the 
Japanese and British, 

Wednesday evening a seaman 
from the British destroyer Decoy 
ripped a Japanese flag from the 
doorway of a Japanese hotel. Jap- 
anese naval patrols took the man 
into custody, but released him 
when he apologized. . 

A little later three petty officers 
from the Decoy appeared at the 
scene, unaware of the incident, and 
were seized and imprisoned over- 
night. They were released only 
after a strong demand from Brit- 
ish naval authorities, who now have 
demanded a Japanese apology. 

In Shanghai, the United States 
Consulate was asked to protect mail 
to the Chinese-American Publish- 
ing Co., against Japanese military 
censors. The American book-sell- 
ing firm charged that censors 
removed magazines and books from 
its mail arriving from America— 
publications dealing with the Chi- 
nese-Japanese war.

Governor Orders Guards- 
men to Leave Newton to 
Facilitate Union’s Deal- 
ings With Maytag Co. 


FIRM TO DISMISS. 
INJUNCTION CASE 


Machine Workers’ President 
Says Settlement Will Be 
Easier to Reach With Sol- 
diers Gone. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DES MOINES, Ia., Aug. 19. — 
Gov. Kraschel last night ended 
martial law at Newton, Ia. and 
ordered the National Guard troops 
withdrawn this morning. 

The Governor, recovering at his 
home at Harian, from a recent ill- 
ness, sent the following telegram to 
Adjutant-General Charles H. Grahl, 
commander of the Iowa National 
Guard: 

“You are directed to terminate 
martial law at Newton immediately, 
dissolve the Military Commission 
and remove the troops from the 
area.” 

Newton has been under martial 
Jaw since July 19, when 250 guards- 
men were sent there to preserve 
law and order in connection with

The Governor issued the follow- 
ing statement: : 

“The Maytag plant is now in full 
operation. The employes and the 
company are engaged in negotiat- 
ing a contract. The Maytag Co. 
bas assured me their injunction 
proceedings against the C I O union 
will be promptly dismissed. Under 
these conditions I consider it prop- 
er to withdraw military authority 
at once.“ : 

The company had obtained an in- 
junction prohibiting the union 
from interferring with the normal 
operations of the company. 

Gen. Grahl said martial law form- 
ally would be lifted at Newton at 
10 a. m. by an announcement in the 
Jasper County Courthouse by Ma- 
jor-General Mathew A. Tinley, com- 
mander of the troops at Newton. 

The Governor’s action was criti- 
cised by Mayor George E. Campbell 
of Newton, who said: “I think the 
troops are being taken aw&y too 
soon. I think we'd all be in a bet- 
ter frame of mind if the troops 
would stay another week or 10 
days.” 

He said he had not been con- 
sulted. 

Negotiations Are Continuing. 

Keith Hamill, Maytag Co. attor- 
ney, said lifting of martial law 
would make nd difference as far as 
negotiations between the company 
and the United Electrical, Radio 
and Machine Workers’ were con- 
cerned. 

“Negotiations will continue,” he 
added. The union Wednesday night 
rejected a proposed contract with 
the company providing for a pay 
reduction. 

Wilber Allison, president of the 
C I O union of Maytag employes, 
said he anticipated no trouble. 

“The men are working and the 
plant is going full blast,” he said. 
“I believe the men will keep on 
working. We certainly don’t want 
any trouble.” 

“It should make it easier for both 
sides to reach a settlement with 
the troops gone,” Allison added. 

William Sentner, international 
vice-president of the union,  ?eft 
Newton yesterday for his home in 
St. Louis, Allison said, intending to 
return to Newton over the week- 
end or early next week. 

Gov. Kraschal said he had no defi- 
nite assurance from Luther N. 
Carr, Jasper County Attorney at 
Newton, that contempt and criminal 
charges against union members 
would be dismissed. This was 
recommended by the Military Com- 
mission when the factory was re- 
opened. 

“But,” the Governor commented, 
“when the company assures me they 
will withdraw their injunction pro- 
ceedings, that should take care of 
the charges. The charges generally 
resulted from the injunction, 80 
any attempt to prosecute would be 
a moot question. 

“Of course, we can insist that the 
charges be dismissed, but I would 
look at it as a breach of faith if 
they were pressed.” 

Dissolves Military Commission, 

Gen. Grahl’s order to Gen. Tin- 
ley also dissolved the Military Com- 
mission, but provided that three of 
its members should remain on duty 
to complete reports relative to its 
work at Newton. Gov. Kraschel 
said withdrawal of the troops was 
designed to facilitate friendly nego- 
tiations between the Maytag Co. 
and the C I O union on a new cen- 
tract. 

The Maytag labor dispute began 
May 9, when production work 
stopped after notice of a 10 per 
cent pay cut was posted by the 
company. Production operations 
remained at a standstill except for 
two days’ partial operation by mem- 
bers of the back-to-work movement 
until the plant was reopened Aug. 4. 

A series of clashes between Ed- 
ward W. Ford, attorney for the 
Maytag Co., and both the trial ex- 
aminer and the National Labor Re-

der that few people could grasp its significance. Some thought it 
would never be useful for anything. Some flatly disbelieved in the 

idea of a kind of ray which would penetrate otherwise opaque material. 
Then it became evident that it was very 

useful in the surgery of bone, and in the 

diagnosis not only of fractures and disloca- 

tions, but of every kind of disease of bones. 

It was never thought that it could be 

useful in the diagnosis of disease of the 

soft tissues because these threw no shadow 

‘on the X-ray plate. But before long Dr. 

Cannon of Harvard showed that the pow- 

dery looking white salts of such metals as 

bismuth and barium could be made up into 

a sort of milk shake, and when swallowed 

would outline the stomach and intestines. 

Here was a new field for the X-ray, quickly 

followed by the findings that improvements 

in X-ray apparatus would allow the out- 

line of the heart and the great arteries of the chest td be seen. Also 
the lungs were so clearly seen that even very small areas of diseased 
tissue could be made out. In this way, the diagnosis of tuberculosis has 
become very much more accurate and can often be made earlier than 


previously.

HERE, ONE WOULD have thought, the radiologist would have 
been content to stop, but no, he went on to other fields to conquer, 
Diseases of the gall-bladder, while common enough, were known to be 
difficult to recognize in all stages—and gallstones, unlike other stones, 
do not throw a shadow on the X-ray plate as a rule. But Dr. Nvarta 
A. Graham of St. Louis devised a special chemical form of dye that is 
concentrated by the bile, and with this a normal gall-bladder can be 
distinguished from a diseased one and gallstones outlined, etc. 

Even more remarkable was the introduction of a substance known 
as thorotrast. This has the remarkable quality, when it is injected 
into the body, of attaching itself to certain cells, known as the reticulo- 
endothelial cells. It forms a loose chemical combination with them and 
casts a dense black shadow on the X-ray plate.

SINCE THE reticulo-endothelial cells are distributed in abundance 
to certain organs—spleen, liver, bone marrow—and hardly at all to 
others—kidneys for instance—we have a way of outlining the size and 
shape of these organs with an accuracy that could be obtained no other

Besides that, the reticulo-endothelial cells exist almost entirely in 
normal tissue and not at all in diseased tissue, so diseased tissue will 
be seen as punched out areas on such X-ray plates. 

Even more recent are dyes which outline the heart valves and ves- 
sels of the lungs, of which mention was made here recently.

My partner led the 
king of spades. As soon as the 
dummy went down, declarer re- 
marked: ‘We should have bid sev. 
en. Whereupon I trumped the 
king of spades and led a small 
diamond, which my partner 
trumped, thus setting the hand one 
trick, 

“I should like to ask if you think 
I was justified in taking advantage 
of declarer’s remark. Was it ethi- 
cal of me to do so? Yours truly, 
“Mrs. C. H. H.“ 


Before answering this specifie 
question, let me generalize a bit 
on the subject of “taking advan- 
tage of remarks.” Ethically speak- 
ing, it makes a vast difference 
whether information is elicited 
from one’s own partner or from 
an opponent. After all, this is a 
Simple question of logic. If one’s 
partner conveys information in un- 
authorized fashion, it is manifestly 
unfair and unsportsmanlike to at- 
tempt to benefit by it. We are 
bound by the acts of our own part- 
ner, whether in bridge or in life. 
However, if an ‘opponent, an 
enemy so to speak, gratuitously 
gives us information, we would be 
a plain darned fool if we didn’t use 
it! Of course, I am not referring 
to such accidental things as a card 


opponent suffers from a looseness 
of the tongue, surely it is not our 
province to cure him, or to stuff 
cotton in our ears. This may be 
taken as an ahswer to my corre 
spondent’s question, 

Thus, it was completely sports- 
manlike for her to take advantage 
of the remark made by the declar- 
er, and to ruff the opening lead.
